To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman 
for  three  years,  one  Library  Trustee  for  three  years, 
one  Trustee  of  trust  funds  for  three  years,  a  Town 
Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  one  or  more  Highway  Agents, 
and  all  other  necessary  officers  and  agents  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  officers  and  agents 
heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  town  officers'  salaries 
and  expenses,  for  repairs,  maintenance  and  construc- 
tion of  highways  and  bridges,  for  the  support  of  the 
Town  Library,  for  Old  Age  assistance  and  the  support 
of  the  town  poor,  and  for  the  observance  of  Memorial 
Day  and  old  home  day,  and  for  all  necessary  town 
charges  and  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
State  Aid  for  the  construction  of  class  5  roads  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  or  set  aside  the  sum  of  $650.00 
for  said  purpose. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $101.36  for 
the  town's  share  of  cooperative  participation  in  the 
White  Mountain  Region  Association. 


Article  6.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  on 
the  following  question :  Shall  the  provisions  in  Chapter 
171A  of  the  Revised  Laws  relative  to  playing  games  of 
beano  be  adopted  in  this  town. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition 
the  State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
Municipal  Accounting  Division  and  to  make  an  ap- 
propriation to  cover  the  expenses  of  such  audit. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  blacktop 
the  hill  from  the  end  of  the  Bath  Bridge  to  the  resi- 
dence of  Alfred  Lamarre,  and  raise  and  appropriate  the 
money  necessary  for  said  purpose. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  dispense 
with  the  delivery  of  inventory  blanks  until  April  1. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real 
estate  acquired  through  the  Tax  Collector's  deed. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase 
the  Paradie  Farm  from  the  Citizens  of  Bath  who  pur- 
chased the  Farm  last  year  to  relieve  the  Town  and 
School  District  from  excessive  expense. 
Article  13.  If  the  Town  votes  to  purchase  the  Paradie 
Farm  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  on  short  term  notes  a  part  or  all 
of  the  money  necessary  for  this  purpose. 
Article  14.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting.

The  annual  vision  screening  tests  were  completed 
in  all  grades.  Parents  were  notified  when  defects  were 
found. 

The  individual  hearing  tests  were  done  in  grades 
one,  two,  four,  six,  and  eight.  Pupils  that  fail  the 
screening  test  are  given  a  complete  audiometric  test 
and  referred,  if  necessary,  to  the  family  physician  for 
further  examination. 

There  were  several  polio  clinics  held  during  the 
year.  It  was  possible  to  offer  the  Salk  vaccine  to  chil- 
dren through  14  years  of  age.  The  polio  clinics  were 
sponsored  by  the  State  Department  of  Health  and  con- 
ducted by  Mrs.  Loretta  Russell,  R.  N.,  Public  Health 
Nurse.  I  want  to  thank  Mrs.  Russell,  Drs.  Pickwick  and 
Eastman,  the  nurses,  and  each  and  every  volunteer 
that  made  this  program  the  success  that  it  was.  Mrs. 
Whitney,  local  health  oflicer,  and  her  committee  did  an 
excellent  job  in  contacting  parents  and  helping  at  the 
time  of  the  clinics. 
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I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
sincere  appreciation  to  Mr.  Bennett,  to  the  teachers,  to 
the  parents,  and  to  all  other  local  volunteers  who  gave 
so  generously  of  their  time  and  services  to  promote 
and  support  the  School  Health  Program  this  year.
